No Menace in 
Ore Plant is 
Claim Today 


Clifford James, who with James 
Dunn, is proposing to erect an ore 
reduction plant in the Thousand 
Palms area, today answered the 
opposition to the plant announced 
earlier this week by the Palm 
Springs Chamber of Commerce. 
The Chamber resolution, listing 
five points why the plant should 
not be permitted to be started, was 
not based on a complete under­ 
standing of the ore milling indus­ 
try, James said, as he answered 
each objection. 


"A SMALL, milling plant can pot 
be reasonably compared to a ce­ 
ment plant," James said to the 
Chamber's statements abflfct oppo­ 
sition to heavy industry of any 
kind, and to cement plant-like op­ 
erations in particular. 
"There is no saaib.il* in *or.- 
tuige handled or procesa used or 
value of the final product. A ce­ 
ment plant of necessity must han 
die large tonnages, using d r y 
crushing, dry grinding and roast­ 
ing. causing a high dust loss, 
whereas 
a 
mineral 
separation 
plant (as proposed by James and 
Dunn( will have wet grinding, wet 
classification, 
wet 
concentration 
and wet tailings storage. 


"ANY FINE PARTICLES cre­ 
ated in the crushing process in our 
plant will be too valuable to be 
lost and will be confined by suction 
fans and reintroduced into the con­ 
centration circuit. Tungsten, gold 
and uranium milling necessitates 
elimination of all possible dust los­ 
ses." 
James said that the Golden Cy­ 
cle Mill has operated for many 
years refining gold and other met­ 
als near Colorado Springs without 
detriment to the tourist and resort 
business of the area. 
Returning to the reference to the 
cement plant, he added that there 
"is no possible comparison to a 
cement plant operation and a small 
mineral separation plant with an 
overall crew of 12 employes." 


REGARDING TAILINGS, which 
the Chamber said would be spread 
over the desert, James said that 
"no milling operation functioning 
under the mining laws of Califor­ 
nia is permitted to allow tailings 
to migrate by any means awav 
from a mill tailings area. Because 
tailings are empounded wet. a high 
percentage of moisture remains 
8nd they become a solid mass un 
effected by winds.” 
Wind does not affect an orderly 
deposited tailings area, which is

Schools to be 
Overcrowded 
in Five Years 


Survey Reveals 
Inadequacy Despite 
Recent Bond Issue 


By FRED C. WEIGEL 
Pallm Springs school system will 
be overcrowded again within five 
years, even after completion of 
projects authorized by voters in 
the recent $2,125,000 bond issue 
election. 
Additional land and facillities es­ 
timated to cost in excess of a mil­ 
lion dollars will be needed, ac­ 
cording to discussion of a school 
master plan at the last board 
meeting. 


INCLUDED IN THE proposed 
additional leatures will be acquisi­ 
tion, if agreement can be reached 
with the City of Palm Springs, of 
Lineau Village. 
The Lineau Village land, which is 
adjcent to the Junior and Senior 
High school acreage, will be used 
to enlarge the two plants. 
With the acquisition of this land, 
according to one of the Master 
Plans submitted to trustees by 
Clark, Frey and Chambers; Wil­ 
liams. Williams and Williams: and 
Wexler and Harrison, and with the 
elimination of Cerritos Drive, the 
two school plants will be adptable 
to a five year expansion program. 


ACCORDING TO THE school ad­ 
ministration, within the next five 
years tba district must be ready 
to 'accept a total enrollment of 650 
junior high school students and 
1000 pupils at the high school. 
Dr. Wallace R. Mueldcr was di­ 
rected by the Trustees to approach 
the city council at the next council 
meeting and offer to buy the land 
from them. 


THE MASTER PLAN, which is 
one of three or four different plans, 
calls for the acreage to be used 
for parking, a new stadium with 
a seating capacity of approxi­ 
mately 5000 persons, and the now 
authorized auditorium and music 
room wing which will partially be 
situated on the acquired land. 
According to the report handed 
the trustees, Dr. Mueider pointed 
out (1' the relationship of the edu­ 
cational program in the junior and 
senior high schools, (2) the build­ 
ing which will accommodate the 
over-all educational program, (3) 
adequacy of the site to properly 
situate the buildings needed. 


IN THE 
FIRST 
ISSUE. 
Dr. 
Mueider said that it was not de­ 
sirable to have the junior high 
school merely emulate the senior 
high, and it was recommended 
that extensive attempts be made to 
separate the two schools. He add­ 
ed, however, that though it is 
financially desirable for the two 
schools to share such facilities as 
the cafeteria, library, and shower 
and locker roo.ns, it is found that 
it is much more educationally 
sound to isolate the two schools 
with the probable exception of cer-

Students Riot 
When Bowl 
Game Banned 


Georgia Capitol in 
Shambles as Tech 
Protects Ruling

—Georgia Tech 
students defied troopers 
armed 
with tear gas today in a riot pro­ 
testing Gov. Marvin Griffin's ban 
on Tech's Sugar Bowl football en­ 
gagement with Pittsburgh, which 
has a Negro player. 
State highway patrolmen rein- 
foiced 
by 
detachments 
f r o m 
throughout North Georgia moved 
in on some 2.000 shouting students 
who marched upon the governor’s 
capítol. 
The capítol was left a shambles 
of overturned waste baskets, desks 
and sand boxes. 


FOUR AGENTS of the Georgia 
Bureau of investigation were en­ 
gulfed by one group of hundreds 
ol 
students 
who scuffled 
with 
building guards on the 
capitol 
steps. One GBI agent received a 
punch on the head. 
The students then marched to 
the 
executive 
mansion, 
leaving 
burned effigies of Griffin and over­ 
turned 
sidewalk 
trash 
baskets 
strewn along miles of their path 
up famed Peachtree Street. 
A growing body of Atlanta and 
Fulton 
County 
police 
retreated 
ahead of the marchers until th e 
shouting students thronged u p o n 
Griffin’s official residence, waving 
torches and placards, and blow­ 
ing auto horns. 
Griffin, 
talking 
with 
news­ 
men by telephone while the crowd 
swirled outside, said he would not 
retract his request that the state 
Board of Regents call off Tech’s 
participation in the Sugar B o wl 
game. 


BY THAT TIME police were get­ 
ting reinforcements from adjacent 
counties and carloads of troopers 
arrived from north Georgia cities 
as far as 100 miles away. They 
formed a cordon around the man­ 
sion. 
Troopers were armed with tear 
gas grenades but did not use them. 
Some three hours after the demon­ 
stration began on the Tech cam 
pus the students began dispersing. 
The students burned four effi 
gies of Griffin on the Tech cam­ 
pus, one at the downtown “F i v e 
Points” intersection, and one on 
the capitol grounds. 
They carried signs reading, “we 
want to go the Sugar Bowl" and 
"Grow up, Griffin.” 
Griffin, in asking the regents to 
call off the Sugar Bowl game, 
said the South "stands at Arma­ 
geddon - we cannot make the 
slightest concession to the enemy.” 


CHAIRMAN ROBERT O. AR 
nold of the Georgia Board of Re 
gents said he would call a special 
meeting which Griffin requested 
and a d d e d , “ I r e s p e c t the 
governor of Georgia’s wishes as

Russia's Two Top Officials 
Accused of Fomenting 
Hatred of West in India 


W A S H I N G T O N RB - The 
United States and Portugal joined 
Britain today in accusing Russia’s 
two top officials of trying to fo­ 
ment hatred between East and 
West during their current Asiatic 
tour. 
Anti-Western statements made 
by the Russian leaders "do not 
represent a contribution to the 
cause of peace," 
Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles and Por­ 
tuguese Foreign Minister Paulo 
Cunha said in a joint statement 
last night. 
Their blast was aimed at re­ 
marks made by Soviet Premier 
Nikolai 
Bulganin 
and 
Russian 
Communist party boss Nikita S. 
Khrushchev in India and Burma 
The two Russians have charged 
the West with responsibility for 


starting World War II and with 
“stupidity” in offering asylum to 
a Soviet architect whose work 
was censured by the Russian gov­ 
ernment. 
They also have issued 
a string of statements professing 
sympathy 
for 
independence 
of 
Asiatic nations. 
Khrushchev angered Britain by 
telling Burmese leaders that Brit­ 
ain regarded the Burmese people 
as "savages.” 
The British Foreign Office yes­ 
terday 
denounced 
Khrushchev's 
remark as "ludicrous.” 
Dulles and Cunha issued their 
statement at the close of the Por­ 
tuguese official’s three-day visit to 
Washington. Cunha was scheduled 
to depart for Norfolk, Va., today 
and will go from there to Cali­ 
fornia.

Nation's Eastern 


Half Blanketed 


by Heavy Fogs

A vast blanket of fog shrouded 
most cf the nation's eastern half 
today and a snow storm swirled 
in the West. 
The fog started in Kansas. East­ 
ern Nebraska, and Minnesota and 
stretched eastward across t h e 
Great Lakes, the Ohio Valley, and 
along the Eastern Seaboard from 
New England to Florida. 
Snow and sleet had slicked much 
of the area earlier and the com­ 
bination of murky, wintry weather 
sent the 
traffic 
accident 
rate 
climbing. 
Meanwhile, a major snow storm 
predicted for the nation's mid­ 
lands failed to develop. The weath­ 
er bureau had issued heavy snow 
warnings for a six-state area, but 
forecasts of up to six inches of 
snow were later revised down­ 
wards. 


THERE WAS STILL plenty of 
new snow to the west, however. 
Landers, Wyo., reported nine in­ 
ches in a 12-hour period and there 
was four to seven inches in the 
Central Rockies and Western Ne­ 
braska. 
The widespread fog caused com­ 
plaints of gas fumes at Chicago 
and trapped a burglar at San An­ 
tonio, Tex. 
Scores of persons called the Chi­ 
cago Fire Department and g a s 
company headquarters 
to com­ 
plain of gas fumes overlaying the 
city. Weather bureau experts final­ 
ly came up with the explanation 
that the fumes were the product 
of a heavy concentration of smoke 
and smog. 
At San Antonio, the fog was so 
thick it slicked the roof of Deputy 
Sheriff George Huntress' home. A 
burglar trying to break into Hunt­ 
ress' house slipped off the roof 
and broke his arm. Huntress heard 
him groaning and arrested him. 


TO THE EAST, there was up to 
six inches of snow in some North­ 
ern Pennsylvania counties, and at 
Asheville, N.C., a prison truck 
skidded on any icy highway, in­ 
juring 10 men. 
Snow and sleet was blamed for 
a four-car crash which killed two 
persons at Chicago. Near N ew 
Haven, Ind . Thomas Hartley, 28, 
Wellston, Ohio, was killed in a 
three-truck crash on slippery U.S. 
30, 
and 
an 
Indianapolis wom­ 
an died of injuries when she fell 
on a snow-covered sidewalk. 
The stepped-up accident rate fol 
lowed a disappointing Safe Driving 
Cay observance across the nation 
Thursday. A final United Press 
tally showed 69 persons died, ex 
actly the same number as on a 
Thursday two weeks earlier when 
no attempt was made to hold down 
the traffic toll.

Makes Prediction 
to Newsmen After 
45-Minute Talk 


GETTYSBURG

publican Leader Joseph W. Mar­ 
tin Jr.. predicted after a confer­ 
ence with President Eisenhower 
today that the President "for sake 
of the world will consent to run 
for reelection." 
Martin made his forecast f o r 
newsmen after a 45-minute talk 
with Mr. Eisenhower at his tem­ 
porary White House office here. 
He emphasized that the Presi­ 
dent did not reveal his intentions, 
he said he was relaying only his 
own personal opinion and impres­ 
sions. 
Senate GOP Leader William F 
Knowland followed Martin Into the 
President’s Office. He said after­ 
wards he believes Mr. Eisenhower 
has not made up his mind whether 
to seek reelection. 
Knowland flatly refused In tell 
reporters whether he discussed 
Mi. Eisenhower's political future 
at an hour-long conference >n the 
President’s tiny downtown head­ 
quarters office here. 


MARTIN SAID IT seems to him 
it will be "essential" for the Pres­ 
ident to run, because the free 
world continues to need him. 
“Personally, I think that’s what 
will happen," he said. 
Martin said he did not ask the 
President about hts intentions m 
1956 because he does not think it 
is appropriate to ask such a ques­ 
tion any timfe soon. 
"He'll know how his health Is, 
and he’ll know when he wants to 
speak out," Martin said. “ I’m per­ 
fectly contented to wait until he 
does speak out.” 


MARTIN SAID his talk with the 
President concerned mostly the 
program Mr. Eisenhower will lay 
before Congress in January. H e 
said the highlights of this program 
will be: 
1. A new highway bill 
probably 
a "compromise" between the pay- 
as-you-ride program advocated by 
Democrats and the bond financing 
plan proposed last year by the 
President. 
2. Increased f e d e r a l aid for 
schools—its form depending some 
what on final recommendations of 
the White House Conference on 
Education which met this week. 
3. Tax relief—some relief pro­ 
vided the budget can be balanced 
first, 
with the 
"so-called little 
fellow’’ getting his fair share of 
the cuts. 
4. Farm legislation—a program 
to give a better break to the small 
farmer.

BAR LE DUC, France IW — A 
Royal Canadian Air Force trans­ 
port' plane, bucking bad weather 
en route to England, crashed to­ 
day in a lonely forest area north­ 
east of Paris.

EDITOR'S CORNER 


Cftrtótmaí 


BEAUTIFUL WORD — One of the most meaning­ 
ful and beautiful words in our language is Christmas. 
Usually appearing in the Old English style of lettering, 
as above, there is a beauty about It that Is as significant 
as the day of the year it represents. 
In the Christian 
Church it signifies the festival of the Nativity of Jesus 


Christ — the Mass of Christ. 


The custom of abbreviating the word as "Xmas” 
which has become so popular in recent years is as un- 
appropriate as the nature of the observance of Christ­ 
mas by many people. The religious significance of the 
day is lost in many of the forms of celebration — just 
as it is overlooked in the abbreviation of the word. 


About this time every year — for a long time now 
— I have taken the occasion to complain about the use 
of "Xmas” Instead of the full word, and there are many 
who agree with me. The shortening of the word is ex­ 
plained by some as the substitution of the Greek letter 
"X” which is usually rendered in English as "Ch." 
Others have a more religious derivation, and I have 
had many letters on the subject in years past. 
The 
reason the shorter word is used today, however, is 
largely for convenience. 


My attention has been called many times to the use 
of the abbreviation in The Desert Sun — and I must 
point out that this is usually in advertising. 
Adver­ 
tisers have the right to their own opinions—it's mostly 
a matter of taste perhaps, anyway. 
Headline writers 
find It more convenient to usé the abbreviation, so we 
often see it in the newspapers. It also appears frequent­ 
ly in advertising copy in newspapers, magazines and 
circulars. 
But quite a few firms now have a policy 
of not using the shortened word — particularly some of 
the large department stores. 


While most dictionaries include the word Xmas — 
some do not. 
Fortunately few people ever pronounce 
the word as abbreviated. 
If they stop and think, this 
should be a good reason for not spelling Christmas with 
an “X ”. 


I was shocked last Christmas to receive a greeting 
card on which the four letter word was substituted for 
the beautiful original. 
It may be perfectly all right if 
"Xmas” means as much to the sender as Christmas. Per­ 
sonally, I would much rather see Noel used if a shorter 
word for Christmas seems necessary. Noel has a mean­ 
ing of "shouting with joy” — which is certainly appro­ 
priate for the Christmas festival. 


My only hope In carrying on my campaign against 
the abbreviation is that it may influence people who 
use the shorter word thoughtlessly or carelessly to spell 
out the word. 
I believe the substitute offends many 
people as It does me — while no one can fall to appre­ 
ciate the beauty of the true word — CHRISTMAS.

WASHINGTON — Real size of 
that giant H-bomb exploded by 
Russia was more than 12.000,000 
tons of TNT. 
It was the most powerful ther­ 
monuclear weapon so far tested by 
the Soviet, and the second largest 
on record. The mightiest was the 
H-bomb detonated by the U.S. in 
the South Pacific on March 1, 
1954. 
That was the equivalent of fif­ 
teen to seventeen million tons of 
TNT. 
American authorities view the 
Reds’ latest hydrogen experiment 
as the most sinister military de­ 
velopment since they startled the 
world with their first atomic ex­ 
plosion in August, 1949, several 
years before it was estimated they 
would achieve that. 
Russia's stupendous fusion blast 
is certain to have decisive effect 
on U.S. atomic and air policies. 
That is the unannounced reason 
why President Eisenhower is at­ 
tending this week's meeting of the 
National Security Council, which 
is again being held at Camp David, 
near his Gettysburg farm, express­ 
ly for that purpose. The Council 
will consider a special report on 
these Soviet tests, which have been 
in progress since last July. 
Nuclear experts anticipate fur­ 
ther Red explosions, probably of 
a smaller magnitude. 
One likely American reaction is 
another 
increase 
in 
strategic 
bomber strength. 
Also the Navy will seek more 
super-aircraft carriers, which are 
equipped with long-range bombers 
capable of strategic missions. 
The USS Forrestal, the first of 
these 65,000-ton ships, is afloat, and 
four others are in various stages 
of construction. 
The Navy now 
wants to lay down a new one every 
year for at least the next five 
years. 


SECRET MENACES - The ter­ 
rifying aize of Russia's latest hy­ 
drogen explosion is only one of the 
factors behind the grave concern 
over this sinister development. 
Another is the deadly danger of 
radioactiva fall-out. 


There are sound reasons to be­ 
lieve the Russians are deliberately 
testing the use of the jet air stream 
to carry lethal quantities of fall­ 
out to the U.S. 
In World War II. this air stream 
was employed by the Japnese to 
float incendiary balloons to the 
U.S. 
Many of them reached this 
country, some considerably inland. 
Numerous indications point to (he 
Soviet 
experimenting along the 
same line with devastating fall-out. 
This fearful threat confronts the 
U.S. with a new defense problem. 
Following are a few publishable 
reasons for this dire possibility: 


This 12 megaton explosion In­ 
creased the amount of radiation 
In northern Japan and other por­ 
tions of the Pacific Northwest by 
250 times. That is a 
serious 
amount of radioactivity. It ex­ 
plains 
that 
Japnese 
warning 
against drinking rain water and 
swimming in certain rivers. 
This H-bomb was dropped from 


a plane. Premier Bulganin piously 
claimed in India that this was 
done for "safety purposes." Ac­ 
tually It was the Reds’ first air­ 
borne hydrogen test. 
AH their 
others have been on or near the 
ground. This explosion was at a 
height estimated to be more than 
40.000 feet. 
The great importance the Rus­ 
sians altached to this test Is sig­ 
nificantly indicated by the key 
officials who attended it. Fore­ 
most among them were Marshals 
Alexander Vasilevsky and Ivan 
Konev, and Colonel Generals A. 
P. Zavenyagin and V. A. Maly­ 
shev, the heads of atomic weap­ 
ons development. All were absent 
from Moscow at (he recent huge 
annual celebration of the Bolshe­ 
vik revolution. The H-test occur­ 
red during this gala event, at 
which officers of their top rank 
normally never fail to be present.

CONFIDENT LIVING 


By Norman Vincent Peale 


1 was making a. plane trip re­ 
cently and a man seated himself 
beside me and introduced himself. 
“I read your column and I’ve been 
wanting to talk to you," he said 
"I'm most unhappy - even miser­ 
able. I'm having a terrible time 
with myself lately, and now, to 
make it worse, my company has 
loaded a responsibility upon me 
that is more than I can take.” So 
ran his depressing storey. 
"That's too bad," I sympathized 
What business are you in’” 
“Oh, I’m just a peddler, a sales­ 
man But my company is now 
sending me around the country to 
give inspirational talks to our sales 
groups. Do I impress you as an 
inspiring personality’” And he 
laughed mirthlessly. "Have you 
any suggestions?” he asked dully. 
I looked at him. slumped down 
in his seat, "Well, a starter might 
be to sit up straight and assume 
an attitude yf vigor and enthusi­ 
asm. We tend to become that 
which we assume. They way you 
sit or stand has a great deal to 
do with how you feel," 1 explained. 
"AND SECONDLY, you should­ 
n't run down or depreciate your 
job. You apologetically told me. 
■i'm just a peddler.' What you 
should say, and I hope you’ll say 
it proudly every day of your life 
from now on, is: 'I belong to one 
of the greatest callings known to 
man; I am a salesman; 1 sell an 
honest and useful product or ser­ 
vice, which people need! You can 
go even further than that by re­ 
minding yourself: ‘I am necessary 
to the American economy and to 
the preservation of our freedoms 
and our way of life.' Dont keep 
calling yourself ‘just a peddler.’ 
"But, of course," I went on, “It 
seems from what you say that you 
work for a concern that is headed 
by stupid people, since they send 
you out to make sales talks for 
them.” 
He bridled at that. "My bosses 
never make mistakes," he boast­ 
ed. “They are the smartest men 
in business." 
Well, then, "I told him, "Evi­ 
dently they believe in you more 
than you believe in yourself They 
know that you know your job and 
product, and they believe you can 
influence and help other men to do 
a better job of selling. If, as you 
say, they do not make mistakes, 
then they haven't made one about 
you. So believe in yourself, at 
least as much as they do." 


TO DO THIS I suggested that he 
practice holding a mental picture 
of himself as helping the salesmen 


to whom he was going to apeak, 
also to ask himself how he could 
meet their needs. What were their 
problems, their anxieties, their dif­ 
ficulties? 1 encouraged him to 
practice eliminating himself from 
the picture and. instead, to think 
in an outgoing way of the men he 
was privileged to help. 
Then I asked him to think of me 
as a salesman who wasn't doing 
too well, but could do better, and 
to give his talk to me. He grinned 
and got into the spirit of this game 
of pretend. In fact, he became so 
interested in telling me how to sell 
and how I could do a better job 
that he became positively enthus­ 
iastic and very compelling. He 
really demonstrated force. He went 
at me so vigorously that he had 
mi enthused to the point that, for 
a moment, I even considered going 
on his sales force. 
"1 see why your company has 
sent you out on this mission," I 
declared. "You are a wonder. 
You've got the rare ability to con 
vcy conviction and enthusiasm to 
others. You can make other people 
believe in themselve. You must not 
allow negative moods to cast shad­ 
ows over your wonderful spirt and 
substract from your natural lead­ 
ership ability." 
INASMUCH • AS SPIRIT is a 
spiritual matter, I asked this 
salesman if he ever prayed. "Only 
when I'm in a jam,” he confessed. 
"1 guess I could learn a lot about 
praying.” 
, 
I reminded him that God wants 
to be our friend and guide us, and 
that faith in God helps a man to 
stay healthy and 
normal 
'n 
his thinking. I suggested that he 
practice the belief that God would 
go with him into those sales meet 
ings and release him to his best 
eflort so he in turn could release 
the others. This man needed to 
realize that spiritual techniques are 
important to the practical problems 
of living. I gave him a booklet ot 
mine called "Thought Conditioners' 
which is designed to help a per­ 
son think creatively. (I'll be glad 
to send any reader a copy free ol 
charge. Just drop me a card in 
care of this paper.) 
Later this salesman wrote me 
telling how well the meetings had 
gone and describing what "fun” it 
had been. He made this curious 
statement, "You put me back m 
side of myself." Of course. 1 did 
not do that. His faith did it. But 
isn't that something we all need at 
times, to be put back inside of our 
selves? Through that process we 
regain faith in ourselves and our 
jobs.

Navy has Own Rope Trick

WASHINGTON, IIP! — The Navy 
has developed its own version of 
the fabled "Indian rope trick" for 
reliable communications in the re­ 
mote stretches of the Arctic. 
The trick involves suspension of 
an antenna from balloons trailing 
about 1.200 feet above a ship. With 
the vertical or "skyhook" antenna 
a ship in the icefloes of the Arctic 
is abel to maintain radio contact 
with land-based radio stations 1,­ 
500 miles away.

The only alternative was a ver­ 
tical wire or “ skyhook" antenna. 
The Navy gave serious cosidera- 
tion to several devices to lift the

EDUCATION TODAY fates a 
job unparalleled in the history of 
the human race.

available, it is now impossible for 
an individual actually to attain 
what used to be known as a “gen- 


j eral education," a sm attering of 
! knowledge in all fields. 
Technological and scientific ad­ 
vancements have brought sharply 
increased need for highly skilled 
workers, hence for higher educa­ 
tion of much larger numbers of 
people. Virtually every profession­ 
al field is crying for more trained 
workers. 
This trend is expected to con­ 
tinue, at an even greater pace, 
through the foreseeable future. 
The sam e advancements, along 
with other causes, have brought 
population shifts resulting in criti­ 
cal shortages of school facilities in 
areas where the number of- resi­ 
dents is mushrooming. 
Concurrently there has been a 
gradual redistribution of wealth 
which has changed the educational 
needs 6f vast numbers of citizens. 
The plumber, the butcher, the cab­ 
inet m aker now finds he needs a 
basic knowledge of economics, for 
instance. His father didn’t. Even

geles in January) caused the usual 
eyebrow-lilting as some of the All- 
American names were passed over 
by the clubs which selected a flock 
of "unknown” players. 
Actually, this is not the case, for 
the "unknowns" were “ unknowns" 
only to the nation's football fans 
who read about the All-Americans 
all football season long and fail to 
catch the name of the other chare- 
ters on the team who m ay be more 
valuable in pro football than the 
highly-publicized nam e stars. 
While pro football has drafted 
the top stars over the years, the 
play-for-pay sport also has picked 
up many players who were un 
known as collegiate gridders but 
became standouts in the profes­ 
sional field. 


IT ISN’T that easy for an All- 
American back, for example, to fit 
into the pro game. Take the case 
of Hopalong Cassady, the Ohio 
State All-American. Cassady ran 
wild through tour years of collegi 
ate ball with the Bucks, but sev' 
eral pro coaches and players we 
have talked to this fall will tell 
you that while they don't know how 
Cassady will fit in as a pro the 
status is such that he would be 
used, if he plays, as a spot runner 
or kickoff return or safety man. 
Pro football separates the behe 
moths from the big men. When 
you talk about pro ball, you talk 
about 200-pound backs, with some 
exceptions 
of 
course, 
and 
235- 
pound linemen. 
And each pro team will select 
the player or players it needs for 
certain jobs, for pro ball is a 
specialty type of sport. If a man 
is a defensive back, and the club 
needs one, he’s the type to be 
drafted. 


GARY CLICK, the Colorado A 
h M. back who was the "bonus" 
choice picked by the Pittsburgh 
Steelers, was "unknown" to many 
fans. But Click was picked be­ 
cause of his defensive ability and 
actually, he has been the guts, 
both on offense and defense, of the 
Colorado A. & M. team during his 
collegiate career. 
Just for a sample of this guy’s 
worth, let's consider the ballots 
sent in for the Central Press All- 
American by the captains

played aginst him. We have five in 
front of us, from Montana, Den­ 
ver, Colorado, Wyoming and Utah. 

The guy, 
therefore, must have something. 
Glick didn’t make the All-Ameri­ 
can team, because Colorado A. &

NEW YORK iin—We are painting 
our homes, inside and out, at a 
record rate. 
Our urge to spruce up .the old, 
as well as to build new homes 
and apartments, are the major 
reasons why the paint industry 
ranks seventh among U.S. indus­ 
tries now. It was in 158th place in 
1933. 
Next year we are expected to 
top our own painting record. The 
government has designated 1956 as 
National Home Improving Year. 
We will put more than 150 million 
gallons of paint inside or outside 
our walls. 


MUCH OF THAT will be applied 
by a member of the family. The 
do-it-yourself movement has in­ 
fected all income groups and is 
made constantly more contagious 
by development of new paints and 
experience or unusual technical 
knowledge.'* 
Yet professional painters, w h o 
obviously could find their jobs en­ 


dangered by the development of 
easier ways to apply it. 
One survey of 6000 families by 
the National Paint. Varnish and 
Lacquer Association, Inc.. showed 
that 80 per cent did their own in­ 
side painting and 64 per cent did 
their own outside painting. 
Chemists are working on no-dirt 
walls, coated with paint which will 
repel dust particles, and decorative 
fire proof paint, which will give off 
a gas that douses flames when 
heated. 


WE HAVE MORE than twice as 
many paint colors to choose from 
as we did before World War II, 
and everybody is color conscious. 
Sales of flat white paint have 
dropped 64 per cent in the same 
period. 
"We also are trying to see that 
paint is easier to buy,” said Doug­ 
las C. Arnold, president of the 
Keystone Paint and Varnish Corp 
“Buying paint should not require 
family painting talent, are pleased 
at the results of the do-it-yourself 
painting surge. They say it has 


started everybody thinking about 
redecorating, 
but 
not 
inspired 
everybody to do the work. 


AT PRESENT the painting boom 
has caused only one worry. The 
next generation may find itself 
forced into b e i n g do-it-yourself 
painters. 
"Nobody is raising his son to be 
a painter any more," said J. W. 
Zucker, past president of the Na­ 
tional Contractors' Association and 
head of a contracting firm which 
maintains Rockefeller Center and 
15.000 New York city apartments. 
"I asked 2000 contractors at one 
meeting how many were raising 
their sons to be painters," Zucker 
said. 
"Six raised their 
hands. 
Painters are sending their sons to 
college to be doctors and lawyers. 
1 don't know where we are going 
to get young men to be appren­ 
tices.”
